on turf. 


His breeding, courage, and ability forged a career over a disasterous accident — 


PARNASSUS, who had the intelligence 
and courage to overcome a disastrous 
accident, and to go on to win stakes and 
set new records, enters the stud in 1956 
at Glenangus in Maryland. His superb 
pedigree and his racing records tells 
much of the capabilities of this son of 
War Admiral and the Irish Oaks winner 
‘Uvira II, but—a broken fetlock as a 
yearling which stiffened permanently— 
did not allow the full capabilities of this 
horse to be shown. 


Parnassus did not race at two but at 
three he won six races at over a mile, 


and was a good second in the 1%, mile 
President’s Plate. 


As a 4-year-old Parnassus won the 1346 
mile Bougainvillea Handicap at Hialeah 
in 1:5524,—a new track record on the 
turf. He also won the first division of 
the Lincoln Special by 3% lengths. In 
his final race this year, Parnassus won 
the $10,000 Governor’s Handicap at Suf- 
folk Downs. He ran the 1%. miles in 
1:4325 —just 4 off record time — and 
led all the way except for a few strides 
in the stretch from where he came on 
again to win. His earnings amount to 
nearly $100,000.

Ribot by 15 Lengths 


Paris. The Premio del Jockey Club at 
Milan has been the Italian equivalent of 
the Prix Are de Tromphe since 1928, but 
it gained a place as an important inter- 
national contest only after the directors 
of the San Siro race course put it on the 
calendar a fortnight after the big French 
race. Since then it has been largely a 
Franco-Italian contest. The 1955 running 
served to emphasize the superiority of the 
Italian colt Ribot. the Are de Triomphe 
winner. which galloped to the finish some 
15 lengths ahead of the French horse 
Norman, which had won the 1953 and 
1954 renewals of the Premio del Jockey 
Club.

The Italian filly Damina. as expected, 
took the lead soon after the start. followed 
most closely by Gail. Cordova, Ribot. and 
Norman. Gail and Ribot moved up to the 
leader at the half-way mark. and at the 
last turn Damina was finished. leaving 
Gail and Ribot in the lead. with Norman 
and Cordova at their heels. In the straight 
Ribot drew away with ease. Gail and 
Cordova weakened. and second and _ third 
places were left to Norman and the Ger- 
man horse Stani. 


Though the heavy going was unfavor- 
able to some of the contendtrs. it was hard- 
ly enough to explain the poor showing of 
Ribot’s adversaries. The unbeaten Italian 
colt now stands unchallenged as the best 
European horse in training. and his posi- 
tion is reinforced by the fact that the best 
French 3-year-olds. Phil Drake. Vimy. and 
Chingacgook. are no longer in action. 


The French Runners at Laurel 


The 114-mile Prix du Conseil Municipal. 
run at Longchamp on the same day as 
the Premio del Jockey Club at Milan, has 
penalties and allowances which make it an 
approximation of a handicap. Ralph 
Beaver Strassburger’s 4-year-old Mahan 
(Avenger—Sans Tares. by Sind) had to 
take up an 8-pound penalty so that he 
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carried top weight of 136 pounds, but he 
started quickly. as he usually does. joined 
the leaders in a few strides, took the lead 
at half-way. and entered the straight with 
a lead of 4 lengths. Allowed to run out 
the race as he pleased. he won by 21% 
lengths from the 3-year-old Norfolk (by 
Tornado). to which he was conceding the 
year and 12 pounds, All Risk (by Wild 
Risk) was third in the field of 15. mostly 
3-vear-olds. 


Mahan. whose next race will be in 
Washington. D. C.. International. is by a 
Grand Prix de Paris winner out of the dam 
of Worden, which won the International at 
Laurel in 1953. He was foaled in England 
while his dam was in that country to be 
bred to Court Martial. Unraced at 2. he 
won the second of his 8 starts at 3. over 
1,3; miles at Longchamp, but was unplaced 
in his next 4 efforts, including the Prix 
Lupin and Prix du Jockey Club. His first 
good performance was in the Prix du 
Conseil Municipal, where he was second. 


beaten three-quarters of a length by 
Clochard. He then won a small race over 


1 9/16 miles. 


This year at 4 Mahan had run 9 times 
and won 3 races before the Prix du Conseil 
Municipal. getting his victories in the 
Prix de Barbeville. 115 miles; Prix d’Har- 
court. 1,3; miles; and Prix Vermout. 
miles. He was second to Chingacgook in 
the Grand Prix de St. Cloud. unplaced in 
the Grosser Preis von Baden-Baden. third 
in the Prix du Prince d’Orange, and tenth 
in the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe after 
making most of the running. 


Mahan likes to run in front. This is an 
advantage against second-class horses. but 
a disadvantage when the competition is 
top-flight. Thus the classic filly Picounda 
(Oubanghi—Nikitina, by Tourbillon) may 
have a better chance at Laurel. Unplaced 
in her only start at 2. she has run 8 times 
this year. finishing out of the money only 
in her first appearance. After her first 2 
wins she was second in the Prix de Diane. 
won the Prix de Malleret. was third in 
another race for fillies, second in the Prix 
Vermeille. and third in the Prix de l’Are 
de Triomphe. 

Picounda’s sire. Oubanghi. was a second- 
class horse. third in Prince Bio’s Poule 
d’Essai des Poulains. He is a son of 
Chateau Bouscaut and Hira, by Asterus 
out of Deasy. a mare representing one of 
the most successful Boussac families.

The Measure of a Winner 


CampeEN. At a gathering within this 
mint last Saturday. Tom Costello was in- 
troduced as the man who owns the United 
Starting Gate. A singularly unimpressed 
individual in the group responded. “Who 
] want to meet is the guy who owns the 
finish line.” 

Max Gluck. a native Texan rehabilitated 
by 25 vears of urban New York. with way- 
stops in Ohio. looked very much like the 
guy who owned it after the third running 
of the Garden State Stakes. 

When it became obvious a few jumps 
from the wire that Needles was hanging, 
Gluck began savoring the fact that Prince 
John and Career Boy were going to run 
1-2 in the race. This was extremely 
satisfactory to the master of Elmendorf 
Farm who. as the owner of Prince John. 
stood to collect) an unparalleled $157.- 
918.50 of a gross purse of $282.370. Gluck 
also would get $8.471 as the nominator of 
the winner. Gluck’s interest in C. V. 
Whitney’: Career Boy is the 50 per cent 
he owns of Phalanx. the colt’s sire. 

The winning owner’s total investment 
for the Garden State was $2.000 in entry 
and starting fees for Prince John and $690 
for 4 eligibility payments. Since $2.690 
subtracted from $166.389.50 leaves $163.- 
699.50. is it noted that Prince John won a 
king’s ransom. 


The Race of Survivors 


The Garden State was run under buff- 
gray skies. The air was warm and nearly 
dry. and 44.737 spectators, the largest 
crowd ever to watch a racing program in 
New Jersey. invested $3.249.977 in the 
mutuels, 

The race was a gem. The 12 survivors 
from a nomination list of 243 encountered 
no unusual trouble. and the result must 
be considered true. In this case the 3 best 
2-year-olds in the country should be Prince 
John, Career Boy. and Needles—but not 
necessarily in that order. Career Boy sure- 
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ly would have won in another stride or 2. 
Needles had his usual burst of good speed. 
but he traveled the longest route of all 
before unleashing it. From the first to 
the third horse were a head and a length. 

This is not taking anything from the 
winner. After all. Career Boy was only 
one length back at the eighth-pole. and 
he couldn't catch the leader until after he 
went under the wire. 

As for the earlier running. Polly’s Jet. 
winner of 5 stakes at springtime distances, 
went to the front first. and Nail went up 
to keep him company down the back- 
stretch. Winging down the far side. Prince 
John was fourth. and Career Boy and 
Needles were eighth and eleventh. 

Angel Valenzuela. the Texas-born rider 
of Prince John. started his move at the 
half-mile pole. and it was then that the 
son of *Princequillo started to bear in a 
little. Valenzuela put the stick in his left 
hand and. apparently fearful that his 
charge would bear in when the drive 
began. continued to apply the leather from 
the port side. 

At the point where the rail straightens 
into the stretch Prince John hove to on 
the outside of the front-runners. and Career 
Boy and Needles moved forward on the 
outside of Prince John. Polly’s Jet and 
Nail. showing the effects of 6 furlongs in 
1:1045. retired. and the other 3 had it out 
to the wire. 

For comedian Lou Costello the race was 


the most costly cavalry charge since

Balaklava. His home-bred Bold Bazooka. 
for which he had paid a $10,000 supple- 
mentary nomination fee and $2.000 in start- 
ing fees. pulled up an awkward last. He 
had bucked badly in both shins. 

Career Boy got $56.474 for second 
money. and Needles got $37.355. enough 
to get Jack Dudley and B. M. Heath off 
the financial hook for the $12.000 they 
had paid to play. Needles’ earnings also 
made him the first Florida-bred winner 
of $100.000. 


The Start’s the Secret 


One of the most interesting questions 
was why Prince John hadn’t been able 
to show anything approaching this good 
form in the Garden State Trial a week 
earlier. No one had been more disappoint- 
ed in the Prince’s fifth-place finish in the 
conditioner than trainer Walter Kelley. 
The New York trainer had recommended 
the purchase of Prince John at Keeneland 
last summer, and Gluck had bought the 
colt from the Stoner Creek Stud consign- 
ment for $14.300. 


Kelley made inquiries. after the Trial. 
and it developed that Prince John. which 
had been extremely fidgety in the pad- 
dock, had acted up in the starting gate. 
The colt in the next stall had been acting 
up. too. and an assistant starter used 
tongs on Prince John. The Prince there- 
upon had pinned his ears back and sat 
down in the gate. He came out climbing. 
never made a serious bid. and hung at the 
end. 


Kelley and Gluck were positive they had 
a better performer than this. so on Thurs- 
day morning they took him to the gate and 
talked the situation over with starter Cecil 
Phillips. While the 3 men talked Prince 
John behaved perfectly. For the Garden 
State Stakes. the assistants left him alone. 


Form of the Winner 


Prince John is on the large size. stand- 
ing 1614 hands at the withers and croup. 
He is well developed in front, measuring 71 
inches around the girth at the heart, with 
a breadth of 19 inches across the breast. 
The measurements were furnished by Dr. 
William S. Miller. veterinarian for New 
Jersey's 3 tracks. who had some others: 
a generous 8'4 inches between the eyes, 
a 21-inch head from poll to muzzle. a 36- 
inch fore leg from the elbow to the 
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ground, and 20 inches from the knee to the 
ground. 

“Compared to the forehand. he is light 
in the hind quarters, but he may fill that 
out as he turns 3.” said Dr. Miller. 

Kelley agreed: “I had him wound tight 
for this one, maybe too tight. He needs a 
letdown. I'd like to put about a hundred 
pounds more on him.” 

Dr. Miller estimated Prince John’s 
weight at between 950 and 1.000 pounds. 
Aside from his stature. he would be easy 
to recognize. His chestnut coat has black 
spots here and there. and there are 
several! patches of roan hairs in the 
mane, which gives him a salt-and-pepper 
look in bright light. He has a blaze in 
the form of an inverted V. 

About the only fault in the colt is a 
slight straightness of the pasterns. His 
right knee has been a little spot of worry. 
and this may have accounted for his 
tendency to bear in during the Garden 
State. 

Gluck. who made his fortune as presi- 
dent of the Darling Shops. a chain of 
women’s apparel stores which he founded 
25 years ago. liked the colt the first time 
he inspected him last November at Hialeah 
Park. Elmendorf manager Bob Green. 
who broke the colt, had sent him to 
Florida on November 18, and only a few 
days later, with Gluck looking on. Prince 
John went 5 furlongs in 60 seconds. Gluck 
went out and nominated him for nearly 
every 2-year-old, event available. 

The colt didn’t really begin to blossom 
until mid-summer this year, and that’s why 
Kelley did not start him until July 18 in 
a maiden race at Jamaica. He ran fourth 
in that one, but on August 9 at Saratoga 
he won his second start. He then ran 
second to C. V. Whitney’s Head Man in 
the Sanford Stakes and to E. Gay Drake’s 
Swoon’s Son in the Washington Park 
Futurity. His fourth in the Belmont 
Futurity didn’t discourage his owner and 
trainer, and he was sent to Garden State 
for the big money. 

Gluck, who named the colt for his 9 
year-old nephew John Kaswick. of Holly- 
wood, Calif.. took over Elmendorf Farm 
in 1952. Asked whether he would continue 
to expand his Thoroughbred holdings. 
Gluck said in a soft voice. “Say improve, 
rather than expand.” 

Kelley will take Prince John and other 
Elmendorf stock to Florida as soon as 
the New York season ends. Gluck recently 
hired trainer Charlie Reynolds to take a 
smaller division, including Little Dell and 
Carry The News. to California for a winter 
campaign. CHARLIE JOHNSON 


MARYLAND 
Laurel Third, Aeschylus First 


Bartimore. A year or 2 ago when Mary- 
landers spoke of “The Horse” it was 1 to 
100 that they were referring to Alfred 
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Prince John, Angel Valenzuela up, stands in the winner’s circle after the Garden 
State Stakes. A $14,300 Keeneland yearling purchase, he is owned by Elmendorf. 


Vanderbilt's Native Dancer. Nowadays 
“The Horse” might be Alan (The Horse) 
Ameche. the bullish fullback of the Balti- 
more Colts. The people of Baltimore take 
their football seriously. 

It was against the drawing power of the 
Colts-Green Bay Packers clash and the 
University of Maryland-South Carolina 
game that Laurel opened the 31-day Mary- 
land fall racing season on October 29. 
The Terrapins. playing just a good cross- 
country gallop from the Schapiro show- 
case. drew 23.000 fans. The Colts. play- 
ing a night game in Baltimore. lured 34.- 
411. Laurel came out on the short end 
with 18.886 customers. but the crowd was 
considered good, considering football and 
the world’s richest race at Garden State 
Park. 

The opening Saturday last year attracted 
1.686 fewer fans and $42.941 fewer mutuel 
dollars than did the curtain-raiser this 
season. 

Feature of the day was the $20.000-added 
Turf Cup Handicap. which. from a local 
standpoint, couldn’t have been won by a 
more appropriate horse at a more oppor- 
tune time in a more auspicious manner. 
The victor. Aeschylus. foaled at Larry 
MacPhail’s Glenangus Farm, was bred. 
owned, and trained by Douglas R. Small. 
of Monkton. Md. The 35-year-old former 
Philadelphian purchased 265-acre Strath- 
more Farm and settled in Maryland follow- 


ing a hitch in the Air Corps during World 
War II. He learned his horsemanship 
riding to hounds with the Radnor and 
Elkridge-Harford Hunt Clubs and entered 
racing when concern for his growing 
family caused him to pursue a safer and 
more propitious vocation than riding and 
training timber horses. 


The Winner’s $300 Dam 


Small purchased Barbara R., dam of 
Aeschylus. 7 or 8 years ago at Timonium 
for $300. All of her 5 foals have won, In 
recent years it had become difficult to get 
the mare in foal, and she was put down 
before her best son reached the races. 

Aeschylus ran the fastest 6 furlongs 
around turns (1:09%5) of any 2-year-old 
last year while scoring in the second div- 
ision of Randall Park’s Youthful Stakes. 
He is the first American-bred stakes win- 
ner for his sire. Plans recently were 
made to move *Orestes III from Virginia 
to Maryland. where he will make the 1956 
season at Glenangus Farm. The original 
Aeschylus wrote the play in which a 
principal character was Orestes. 

Prince Hill was the starting topweight at 
122 and second choice in the Turf Cup. 
He never was in the hunt and finished 
sixth. This effort, on top of 3 previous 
poor performances, suggests that Hill 
Prince’s brother is pounds below his sum- 
mer form. Kaster, at his best a cut be- 
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low the top grass runners. was second. a 
neck in front of *War of Roses. Favored 
County Clare, winner of a division of this 
race in 1953. finished fourth. beaten about 
414 lengths, and he may have been a bit 
short. 

Aeschylus was one of the 2 3-year-olds 
in the 13-horse field. While his true 
measure has not been fully determined. he 
very definitely is best on the grass. In 
September's Ventnor Turf Stakes he 
was beaten less than 6 lengths by Traffic 
Judge after being impeded. 

The Maryland-bred was not fully extend- 
ed at the end of the Turf Cup. Carrying 
a modest 113 pounds, he was 3 lengths 
on top at the wire. His time, 1:4715. 
clipped a fifth of a second from the track 
record held by Brush Burn. which default- 
ed shortly before the race when it was 
discovered that his nomination blank had 
been postmarked 4 days after the close of 
entries. Owner Stanley C. Mikell offered 
an affidavit from the Dover postmaster 
stating that the delay was the result of 
a childish prank and not due to Mikell’s 
negligence. but the stewards refused to 
allow Brush Burn to start. Mikell then 
worked Brush Burn 9 furlongs in 1:49 as 
soon as the turf course was cleared after 
the race. 


The International Field 


While Laurel Race Course stages such 
high-caliber events as the Chesapeake and 
Selima Stakes, the Washington. D. C., 
International is the sun around which the 
operation revolves. Just 3 years ago John 
Schapiro breathed life into international 
racing when he inaugurated his classic. 
The 12-furlong weight-for-age event now 
has grown in stature to where it commands 


nearly as much global attention as any 
other horse race. 

The third renewal is slated for Veteran's 
Day. November 11, and early this week the 
field still remained fluid. Paradoxically. 
it is the American representation that is 
in doubt. Calumet Farm’s Duke’s Lea is 
out with torn ligaments. Traffic Judge, 
training well after a slight mishap in the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup. is considered a sure 
starter, providing he comes out of his 
Roamer Handicap engagement in top 
shape. 

Social Outcast is a question mark. Last 
week Alfred G. Vanderbilt accepted the 
invitation for his horse. then phoned to 
qualify the acceptance. asking that Social 
Outcast be considered an alternate with 
the right to withdraw. pending the out- 
come of his Trenton engagement. The 
Shut Out gelding. prominent member of a 
vanishing tribe of American stayers. is 
eligible for both the Trenton and Gallant 
Fox Handicaps. the latter slated for 
November 12. the day after the Inter- 
national. The fact that the leading money- 
winner among older horses in training is 
conceded a good chance of repeating his 
Gallant Fox win of last year may have 
some bearing on his International status.

Homeless 


The Michigan Thoroughbred Turf Club, 
a paper organization which has been try- 
ing to wangle a license to operate a race 
track in the Detroit area from racing com- 
missioner James Inglis, last week encount- 
ered another stumbling block. 

Two officials of Troy Township, whose 
commissioners last May had voted 4-3 in 
favor of providing a home for the proposed 
track. were accused by Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Wilbur DeYoung of having an unethical, 
pecuniary interest in bringing the track to 
Troy. DeYoung threatened to take the 
whole matter before a grand jury. 

He said that Fred W. Hildebrand, 
treasurer of the board. and Malcolm 
Heber. township attorney, were the 
principal stockholders in ESROH Corpora- 
tion (horse spelled backward), which had 
obtained an option to buy nearly 200 acres 
of township property 2 days before 
township board approved the location of a 
race track. He said the plan was to sell 
the land to the Michigan Thoroughbred 
Turf Club for a $130,000 profit. 

Heber said DeYoung’s charges were a 
‘smear.’ He said he and Hildebrand 
had worked for the best interests of the 
township. 

This week the township’s governing body 
reversed its decision to allow the race track 
to settle there. It fired attorney Heber 
and asked Hildebrand to resign. 

Joseph Marshall, attorney for the Turf 
Club, said that his clients now were 
“undecided as to their future course. We 
want a 3-week postponement in the hear- 
ings (before the racing commissioner) so 
we can discuss our next step.”

A Profit on $700,000 


As a 3-year-old in 1952 the Aga Khan’s 
Tulyar went unbeaten in 7 His 
earnings that year were £75,173!5 (about 
$210.485): if the devaluation of the pound 
sterling was ignored. this broke the 
English record established in the 1890°s 
by Isinglass. which earned £57.455 (about 
$275.800) in 4 years of racing. At the 
end of his 3-yvear-old season Tulyar was 
sold to the Lrish National Stud for £250.- 
000 ($700.000). the highest price ever 
paid for a horse. 


races, 


Since the funds for the purchase were 
those of a government agency. and were 
acquired in part by the sale of the already 
successful *Royal Charger. the wisdom of 
the operation was questioned not only by 
some of Ireland’s taxpayers but also in the 
halls of the Irish parliament. 

Last week the Irish National Stud turned 
over a profit on the deal. It sold Tulyar 
to an American syndicate for £240,000 
($672,000). In the meantime it had 
collected somewhere in the neighborhood 
of £38.000 ($106.400) in stud fees. 
Tulyar’s fee was £600; Irish breeders got 
a return of half the fee if the mare proved 
barren. but the horse was reported as 
having got in foal about 90 per cent of 
the 68 mares bred to him in his first 2 
years at stud. 

The sale was concluded on October 26 
in Dublin. where A. B. Hancock Jr. acted 
as agent for the syndicate. after a trip in 
which he inspected about a dozen of 
Tulyar’s foals and was impressed by them. 
The young stallion will be moved to the 
Hancocks’ Claiborne Farm at Paris. Ky.. 
after he has fulfilled his 1956 engagements 
in Ireland. 

Six of the 8 shares in Tulyar were en- 
gaged by Claiborne Farm, John S. Phipps. 
Ogden Phipps. John D. Hertz, H. F. 
Guggenheim, and William Woodward Jr. 
(Mr. Woodward’s tragic death left one 
share whose disposition could not be 
determined immediately.) The other 2 
shares were taken in partnership, by 
Wheatley Stable and Howell E. Jackson, 
Howard Keck and Roger Wilson. The new 
owners accepted the provision. originally 
made with the Irish National Stud, that 
the Aga Khan would have an option to 
buy 4 seasons to the horse each year. 

The complicated dealing which resulted 
in the purchase of Tulyar and his replace- 
ment with the French 3-year-old Vimy was 
made with amazing rapidity, and at a cost 
of considerable expenditure of energy by 
Wing Commander Tim Vigors. of Dublin, 
the agent through whom both sales were 
organized simultaneously. Vigors crossed 
the Atlantic 3 times in 9 days. and made 
2 trips to France, the first to get an option 
on Pierre Wertheimer’s 1955 King George

VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes winner. 
the second to conclude the purchase at a 
figure of £105.000 ($294.000). Vimy 
(Wild) Risk—Mimi. by Black Devil) 
represents the St. Simon male line, as does 
Tulyar. 

Tulyar. a brown horse foaled in 1949, is 
by the St. Leger winner Tehran (by the 
Derby winner Bois Roussel out of the high- 
class Stafaralla) out of the Princess Eliza- 
beth Stakes winner Neocraey. by Nearco 
out of the Imperial Stud Produce Stakes 
winner Harina. sister to the Derby winner 
Trigo. by Blandford out of Athasi. by 
Farasi. He attracted no special attention 
at 2. when he won 2 small one-mile races 
from 6 starts. got £1.244 in first money.

Out of the stakes winner Unerring. by 
Insco out of Margaret Lawrence. dain of 
Lawrin and 3 other stakes winners. Fault- 
less was bred by Calumet Farm. He won 
2 of 7 starts at 2. earned $10.940. At 3 
he was one of the best horses of his year. 
winning 8 of 12 starts and earning $202.- 
730. His wins included the Flamingo. 
Blue Grass. Derby Trial. Preakness. and 
Withers Stakes. He also finished a close 
third to Jet Pilot and Phalanx in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

Faultless’ 3-year-old form did not carry 
over into his later racing, but he took the 
Gallant Fox Handicap at 4 and the 
Tropical Handicap at 5.

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OBITUARY 


William Woodward Jr. 


When William Woodward died on 
September 26, 1953. at the age of 77. his 
racing stable. breeding stock, and the 
historic Belair estate in Maryland passed 
to the hands of his only son, 33-year-old 
William Woodward Jr.. who quickly be- 
came one of the most popular figures in 
American racing and one of its most 
resourceful leaders. Early this week. in 
the twilight of the best year the Belair 
Stud ever had, William Woodward Jr. was 
shot and killed in his Long Island home 
by his wife. Ann Woodward. 


The tragedy occurred in the early morn- 
ing of Sunday. October 30, shortly after 
the young couple had returned from a 
party given for the Duchess of Windsor 
by Mrs. George F. Baker at an estate not 
far from the Woodwards’ place. 

According to a statement which Mrs. 
Woodward gave police. some of the talk 
at the party had concerned a series of 
burglaries in the community. She and Mr. 
Woodward returned home about 1 a. m. 
Because their property had been broken 
into twice before. they made a search of 
the house before they retired. About 3 
o'clock Mrs. Woodward was awakened by 
the barking of her gray poodle. She left 
her bed. took a shotgun. and opened her 
bedroom door. She saw a movement (or. 
by a later statement. heard a sound) in 
the doorway of her husband’s room. across 
from hers. She fired 2 blasts from the 
shotgun. The first hit her husband in the 
right side of his head and killed him; the 
second went into the woodwork of the 
door in which he had stood. 

“Almost immediately I realized it was 
my husband,” she said. “I ran to him and 
fell to the floor beside him.” The couple’s 
2 children—William Woodward III. 10. 
and James Woodward, 8—slept through 
the shooting. and later were taken to their 
grandmother’s home in the city. 

Mrs. Woodward was taken to a New 
York hospital, where on Wednesday of 
this week she still was under treatment 
for shock. Nassau County officers said 
they were satisfied that the killing was 
accidental. but there still were questions 
they wanted to ask Mrs. Woodward when 
her condition allowed it. 

Mr. Woodward, like his father. was 
graduated from Groton Academy and 
Harvard University. A lieutenant in the 
Navy during World War IL. he saw service 
in the Pacific, where he was one of 200-o0dd 
survivors of the torpedoing of the 600- 
man escort carrier Liscombe Bay. 

After the war he became a director of 
the Central Hanover Bank and Trust 
Company, the Continental Insurance 
Company, and the United Shoe Machinery 
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Corporation, and was made president of 
the Turney Halsey Textile Company. 

He took little interest in racing until his 
father’s death left him with the powerful 
Belair Stud stable and the 2.500-acre farm 
in Maryland. The racing stable, for the 
last 2 years distinguished by the outstand- 
ing success of Nashua. this year is the 
leading money-winning stable in the U. S. 

In 1954 Mr. Woodward was elected to 
membership in The Jockey Club, and this 
year he was made a trustee of the Greater 
New York Association and a member of 
the association’s building and operating 
committees. 

The disposition of the stable and the 
Belair breeding stock. of course, could not 
be determined immediately. since it prob-

ably will be at least 30 days before the 
will is probated. Mr. Woodward’s 26 
mares are at Arthur B. Hancock’s Clai- 
borne Farm. Paris. Ky., where the Belair 
broodmares have been kept for nearly 40 
years. There he also had the stallion 
Fighting Fox. The only horses usually 
kept on the farm in Maryland are wean- 
lings sent from Claiborne. 

Mr. Woodward had _ interests in 
*Nasrullah and *Ambiorix. which stand at 
Claiborne. and he was a leader in organiz- 
ing the syndicate which had arranged for 
the importation of Tulyar. 

In addition to his wife and sons. Mr. 
Woodward is survived by his mother, and 4 
sisters. Mrs. Edith Bancroft. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Pratt. Mrs. Sarah Sewell, and Mrs. Ethel 
De Croisset.

The 512 yearlings which went through 
the green sawdust ring in the Breeders’ 
Sales Company pavilion at Keeneland last 
week made an average of $2.27]. 10.4 per 
cent higher than the mean for the consider- 
ably larger number disposed of in’ the 
corresponding series of auctions last year. 
The market drew its strength largely from 
the wide geographical range of the buyers. 
who virtually every racing 
area on the continent. most of them look- 
ing for moderate-priced horses which might 
prove useful) winners tracks with 
comparatively modest purse distribution.

One of these buyers from far-off places 
was Philip B. Cooke. who. with his as- 
sociates Al McLean and Jim McDougall. 
took home a carload of fillies purchased 
for a pool of breeders and owners in 
British Columbia. The yearlings will be 
broken and given preliminary training be- 
fore they are dispersed to individual own- 
ers by auction. Another was Alfonso 
Pasquel. who. with the help of Calumet 
Farm manager Paul Ebelhardt. got a car- 
load for racing in Mexico City. These 
were samples illustrative of a demand that 
came from everywhere. 

At Keeneland’s fall sales last year 42.7 
per cent of the yearlings were sold for 
for $1,000 or less; this year only about 
one in 4 (24.6 per cent) were sold within 
this range. The drift was toward the 
middle. 68.3 ‘per cent of the yearlings 
selling at prices ranging from $1,100 to 
$5.000. whereas only 50.4 per cent of those 
offered last year fell within the same limits. 

Last year 30 per cent of the yearlings 
sold could have been bought without a bid 
of more than $800. This year an $800 
limit would have accounted for only 15.8 
per cent of the yearlings, and it would have 
taken at least $1.200 to buy all the bottom 
30 per cent. In respect to distribution 
of prices. as well as averages. the market 
was closer to that of 1953 than 1954. 

Fillies constituted 51 per cent of the 
yearlings sold, and their average was al- 
most the same as in the 2 previous years.
